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Land of the Great Southwwagey 


Always in the Lead. 

T 18 not a matter of yesterday that the 

Great Southwest has been in the lead in 

animal and vegetable production, but 
ibis lead extends back to pre-historic fimes, 
away into the Pleistocene period. This is 
proved by the discovery of the bones of a 
mammoth elephant in the Brea deposits on 
the Rancho la Brea near Los Angeles. The 
bones of this mammoth beast are now being 
mounted in the Los Angeles County Museum 
of History, Science and Art, dedicated the 
other day out in Exposition Park. Lately in 
the same deposit was unearthed an old 
cypress tree supposed to have lain there for 
200,000 years, and the elephant was before 
the tree. The Board of Supervisors was 
asked to appropriate $19 to buy wheetbar- 
rows to transport the fossil remains to the 
museum. The imperial elephant when 
mounted will be about eighteen feet long and 
stand fifteen feet high. Its tusks measure 
from ten to fifteen feet in length. 


Day of Road Construction. 
T° HE people of Pomona are planning an 

automobile speedway from Ganesha 
Park to Lordsburg. It is planned to build 
a five-mile track to skirt the base of the 
foothills, running close to the Pacific Elec- 
tric track. The cost is put at $40,000. Or- 
ange county has about completed its system 
of good roads, and is now planning to il- 
luminate every mile of the course, probably 
using natural gas. It will be but a short 
period of time until all Southern California, 
and indeed nearly all the Great Southwest, 
will have roads as smooth as Broadway, New 
York, and lighted as brilliantly as the 
Champs Elysees in Paris. 


Optimistic Keynote. | 

NY slackness that exists in business in 

Los Angeles, throughout Southern Call- 
fornia and all through the Great Southwest, 
is purely on the part of the little fellows. 
The big fellows who have proved their wis- 
dom by doing big things in business and so 
growing big themselves have no thought of 
hesitating. Within recent weeks the Bry- 
gon apartments changed hands at $900,000, 
and almost simultaneously the Rancho Los 
Palos Verdes, lying between Redondo 
Beach and San Pedro Harbor, was sold to 
Frank A. Vanderlip, the great New York 
banker, for about $2,000,000. More recently 
a great tract of land in Imperial Valley has 
been secured by a Los Angeles syndicate, 
this transaction running also to about 
$2,000,000. Down near the coast in Los An- 
geles county a 550-acre ranch has been sold 
twice within a month, the last time at abovt 
$550,000. At Riverside a tract of 1120 acres 
has changed hands at $200,000. In smaller 


things an improved lot at Venice has beer 


sold at $75,000, and as this is a trade in 
which city property of about the sgme 


amount was used the deal involves $150,000. 


The Los Angeles Railway Company is seek- 
ing permission to issue bonds in the amount 
of $23,500,000, of which $3,500,000 is to be 
used in extensions and betterments of the 
system. Among these is a plan to acquire 
a large piece of property at Jefferson street 
and Vermont avenue and to construct car 
barns, which will run to $250,000. Then 
$1,600,000 will be used for new equipment. 


Actual Accomplishments. 

HE paragraph above refers to plans well 

defined, carefully considered and sure to 
be carried out. There is nothing risked in 
assuring the accomplishment of these plans, 
The accomplishments of the year prove it. 
For eleven months of the year the building 
department of the city of Los Angeles issued 
15,500 permits, costing very nearly $30,000,- 
000, one of these permits being of last week 
and running to $350,000. In addition to the 
big real estate transactions itemized above 
there is to be added the Patterson ranch 
near Oxnard in Ventura county, consisting 
of 5700 acres, which is being subdivided into 
hirty to fifty-acre farms and put upon the 
narket for small holders. The postoffice re- 
eipts are a sure index and accurate meas- 


are of growth. The receipts at the Los An- 


geles postoffice for November were 4.15 per 
cent. greater than for the corresponding 
‘month of last year, running in the last 
month to $166,503.99. At the harbor of Los 
Angeles there were landed in three days 
20,000,000 feet of lumber, board measure, 
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tenance 
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tonal Bank Building Com 
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enough to construct a town of 2500 houses, 
sufficient to shelter about 1000 people. In 
one day the receipts of lumber at the harbor 
amounted to 10,000,000 feet. The architects 
of Los Angeles report plans in hand which 
insure much activity for the immediate 
future. The construction of the Methodist 
Hospital on Hope street south of Twenty- 
eighth will be begun almost immediately, 
and this will cost $350,000. For the south- 
east corner of Pico and Main streets an im- 
mense hotel is planned, work to begin early 
in the year and the cost to run to $350,000. 
All through Southern California the same ac- 
tivity of actual achievement and of plans 
for the future is noted. At Glendale, for ex- 
ample, the building permits issued for No- 
vember call for an expenditure of a little 
over $52,000, and the year’s building already 
runs to $642,553. 


Walnut Groves as Investments. 

EAR Whittier recently a walnut grove 

consisting of ten acres sold at $11,000, 
another of eight acres for $12,600. The 
usual prices at which this kind of property 
changes hands, for groves well situated and 
in full bearing, range from $1000 to $1500 
an acre. At Pomona the Walnut Growers’ 
Association has recently marketed about 
thirty cars of nuts, the minimum car capac- 
ity being twelve tons. The growers wil] re- 
ceive for their crop about $100,000. One 
grower has marketed seventy-five tons, for 
which his check will be for about $25,000, 
The prices were good this year, running for 
fancy budded nuts as high as 19 cents a 
pound, There is very little expense in the 
caring for a walnut grove, the biggest item 
being for gathering the crop, which is done 


on a plece-work basis—so much a sack. It, 


is very questionable whether the world con- 
tains an agricultural industry that pays bet- 
ter for the same amount of trouble and risk 
than walnut-growing in Southern California. 


Los Angeles Leads All. 

MONG other crops that flourish abun- 

dantly under Southern California skies is 
that gathered by the tax collector. For the 
fifty-eight county governments in the State 
for the current fiscal year, these harvesters 
will gather in $38,695,140. This includes 
$1,244,755 to finance the Panama-Pacific Ex- 
position. In everything Los Angeles county 
leads the State. The assessed valuation of 
the property in the county runs at $793,- 
234,027. This makes it the richest county 
in the State, and its contribution to the tax 
collectors, including the Exposition tax, 
amounts to $5,585,433. A comparison with 
San Francisco shows that city and county 
to be assessed for $623,847,729, and the total 
tax for city, State and county government 
purposes there amounts to $11,839,432. 
p LACER mining of gold in Alaska began 

in 1880. Since then the territory has 
yielded 7,488,491 fine ounces of the most 
precious metal, amounting in value to 
$154,800,875. As a by-product the mines 
have yielded 1,652,016 fine ounces of, silver, 
commercially worth $960,473. In the year 
1912 an estimate put the gold yield of the 
territory at close to $12,000,000. This pro- 
duction would be greatly increased if trans- 
portation facilities were provided to reach 
the interior and aid in the operation of the 
mines. 


The Wealth of Alaska. 


Sait River Valley. 

OR twelve months ending September 30, 

the reclamation canals and reservoirs in 
the Salt River Valley, Arizona, supplied 
water to 163,312 acres, divided into 2680 
farms. The total crop yield is estimated at 
$4,552,875, or a little more than $28 an acre. 
The hay crop was worth a little less than 
$2,500,000, and the Egyptian-cotton crop 
covered 4544 acres. The cattle in the dis- 
trict number more than 40,000, and are 
valued at a little over $2,263,000. No won- 
der building at Phoenix flourishes, the year’s 
building, numbering 297 residences, worth 
nearly $554,000. 


A Southwestern Product. _ 
T WOULD be hard to place too much em- 
phasis on the wealth contained in the 
clays and rocks of Southern California. Until 
not many years ago, nearly all the Portland 
cement used in the United States came from 


England and Germany. For example, in 
1895 the importations amounted to 2,500,000 
barrels, and 600,000 barrels were made in 
this country. In 1909 the importations had 
dropped to 550,000 barrels and the home pro- 
duction had increased to 61,300,000 barreis. 
It would be difficult if not indeed impossible 
to find another industry with such marvelous 
growth to its credit. Throughout all of the 
southern half of California and throughout 
the whole of the Great Southwest the people 
of the future mvst turn more and more to 
cement, clays and building stones for their 
building materials. The buildings will be 
more comfortable in a semi-tropic climate 
like ours than wooden structures of the very 
best make, and the money spent will all be 
kept at home. ~ : 


More Coal Than Gold. 

NTIL 1912 New Mexico was one of the 

two States in the Rocky Mountain re 
gion, Wyoming being the other, which lay 
more claim to recognition as mining States 
by reason of their production of coal than*by 
their output of precious and semiprecious : 
metals. In 1912, however, owing to a marked 
increase in production, the value of the re- 
coverable copper content of the ores mined 
in New Mexico exceeded the valve of the 
coal mined. The increase in the copper pro- 
duction was due principally to the opera- 
tions of one company mining with steam 
shovels a large acreage of low-grade deposits 
at Santa Rita. In 1911 the recoverable cop 
per content of the ores mined in New Mex- 
ico was 4,057,040 pounds, valued at $507,130; 
in 1912 this product amounted to 34,030,964 
pounds, valued at $5,615,109, the quantity in 
1912 being approximately eight and one-half 
times and the value more than eleven times 
that of 1911. The coal production increased 
from 3,148,158 short tons, valued at $4,525,- 


wee to 3,536,824 short tons, valued at 


$5,037,051. 


The Raton district produces a coking coal 
of good grade, and extensive coking opera- 
tions are carried on at Dawson, Gardner and 
Koehler. The other commercial mineral 
products of the State are gold, lead, silver, 
zinc, stone, clay products, fluorspar, gypsum, 
iron ore, lime, mica,. mineral waters, salt, 
sand and gravel, gems, and vanadium min- 
erals. The total value of the mineral prod- 
ucts of New Mexico increased from $8,176,- 
229 in 1911 to $14,391,355 in 1912.—{U. 8. 
Geological Survey Bulletin. 


Honey from Poisonous Plants. 

Honey is the sweet substance secreted 
by the nectariferous glands of flowers and 
extracted therefrom by the bee and depos- 
ited in the honeycomb: Among the more 
common honey-producing plants are the 
white clover, mustard, catnip, buckwheat 
and various flowers of shrubs and trees. 
Poisonous plants in bloom are also visited 
by the bee, and discussion at various times 
has arisen over the toxicity of the honey 
derived from such sources. According to 
the Pharmaceutical Era, it is not probable 
that honey from a poisonous plant is toxic. 
While it is true that the United States Dis- 
pensatory contains the statement, based on 
Bley, that Datura Stramonium is a plant 
which furnishes poisonous honey, and 
Tschirch mentions the species in a list of 
such plants, Deane, after a series of obser- 
vations on great tracts of stramonium 
plants in England, found that bees do not 
visit the plants. The nectaries are situ- 
ated at the bottom of a long tubular corolla, 
and can be reached only by some butter- 
flies with long probosces, by nocturnal in- 
sects, and by small beetles. The stramo- 
nium culture has existed for many years 
in the presence of swarms of bees, without 
any complaint being made about their 
honey. Bley’s statement is in turn based 
on a consular report from Trebizond, in or 
around the year 1885, to the effect that 
honey from that city was unfit for con- 
sumption, and that the toxic principle came 
from the stramonium flowers which grew 
abundantly on the seacoast. Thresh could 
not obtain any alkaloid from the samples 
of honey submitted, and Stockmann found 
that extracts from the honey had no myd- 
riatic effect. Thresh was of the opinion 
that Azalea pontica was responsible for 
any toxic action, a point fully confirmed 
later. There is no good evidence that nec-

Yet in a fire, In a 
wreck, in an earthquake, these are the lives 
that must be saved first, at the cost of the 
very males who are bearing the economic 
‘burdens in most cases and certainly at the 
cost of the lives of some very valuable 
potential husbands.

I said at first that it must be a log float- 
ing around; then, as it seemed to move of 
its own volition, I declared it was the old 
red cow we had seen by the road as we 
drove into camp the day before. I could 
make out the horns distinctly. 

Phyllis argued that it was more like a 
horse than a cow—or else it was a pig, its 
nose looked so pointed. Yes, it was a pig. 
It couldn't possibly be a bear. 

We rose in our excitement and walked 
along for a nearer view. We never had 
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|seen @ pig in clean water before. The 
creature proved to have not only a pointed 
snout, but pointed ears as well, and after 
a leisurely ten-minute swim in the cold lake 
water it came out on shore to shake itself— 
a big shaggy grizzly bear. 

With a casual glance around he ambled 
off into the woods while we stood gasping. 

“Well,” said Phyllis, “what is there left 
for us to do if the bears should take after 
us? The black ones could beat us up any 
_ tree in sight, and the grizzlies would follow 
| us into the lake.” | 

“Our only recourse,” I replied, falling 
back upon my natural history, gleaned in 
childhood from Grimm's fairy tales, “would 
be to feign death—lie down and stop breath- 
ing a while. A bear won't touch a dead 
body, you know.” 

Musing upon our chances, we returned to 
camp. 

Afternoon found us again in the same 
woods, where we planned to read a little 
and take a nap under the soft-singing pines. 
We found a charming spot at the edge of 
the trees above the lake, beside a dead 
log. Phyllis sat on the log, while I re- 
clined beside it and was soon on the bor- 
deriand of sleep. Phyllis startled me into 
wakefulness again. 

“There is a bear tied in a tree right here 
beside us,” she exclaimed, “and he is trying 
to get down!” 

“Impossible!” I returned, hearing a queer 
scratching sound and sitting up quite sud- 
denly.

We found two women reading under the 
trees, one of them the woman we had seen 
that morning.

“the house” to send a couple of “the boys” 
to look after the bear. 

In a very few minutes two men came 
plunging down through the woods to where 
we waited, and we conducted them to the 
tree in which the bear was marooned. The 
little chap evidently thought he had been 
abandoned to his fate, and was again try- 
ing frantically to free himself. _ | 

Qne of the men quickly climbed the tree 
and opened his clasp knife to cut the rope. 
The cub was greatly frightened and backed 
off toward the end of his branch as far as 
his rope would let him. But when the 
hand holding the knife came up close to 
him, he juriiped toward it with a fierce 
“woof!” and then retreated again. This 
was repeated until the knife had severed 
the rope as far up as possible.

We began gathering strawberries again, 
about a handful to the half hour—which 
was much more interesting than if they had 
been plentiful—and we wandered gh up 
up through the woods toward the road on 
the other side. 

We saw two or three more black bears 
in the distance, but no longer ran from 
them. We felt that we had somehow been 
initiated into the park fraternity and might 
look upon the animals as a part of the fam- 
ily now. But it did give us a little queer 
feeling when one strolled out of the woods 
and crossed the road just ahead of us, a 
great shaggy, heavy-footed brute such as 
ate up the naughty children who mocked 
at the prophet. It didn’t seem a bit like 
home. 


But my most sociable adventure with a 
plantigrade carnivorous mammal of the 
genus Ursus was at Camp Roosevelt. A 
party of nineteen of us went over from the 
Canyon Camp to Roosevelt for a one-night 
stop—the last party to be entertained 
there before the camp was closed for the 
season. 

We went by way of Mt. Washburn, and 
the journey Was one of the most beautiful 
of all our Yellowstone experiences. ; 

The road from the canyon wound up and 
down through noble mountains. The open 
slopes looked like California in May, with 
an abundance of wild flowers and a light 
brown-and-yellow touch to the grass—due 
here to the frost, in California to the pass- 
ing of the winter rains. Masses of blue 
lupines, yellow sunflowers (more like yellow 


marguerites) and lavender asters, made 
vivid color. 
Then we came to the heavy timbered 


mountains—pines, spruces and firs larger 
than we had yet seen. It was dim and 
hushed beneath them. Lupines of indigo, 
amethyst and pink grew among the trees. 

After two hours of driving, we reached 
Dunraven Pass, four miles below the sum- 
mit of Mt. Washington, which is one of the 
highest peaks in the park, rising to be- 
tween 10,000 and 11,000 feet. We walked 
and rode by turns, most of us, from here on. 
S$ had to take my climbing slowly because of 
she altitude, although the grade was easy. 

A panorama of blue mountain ranges be- 
gan to spread out below as we wound back 
and forth up that great height, and clouds 
gathered to temper the strong sunlight. 

We went above timber line, and lovely 
green stretches of mountain meadow edged 
with pine forests appeared below. Indeed, 
the whole park began to lay itself out be- 
fore us—the silver-blue lake, the gash of 
the canyon, and far, far off, the white gey 
ser basin. All around, at great distances, 
blue ranges rose, the Great Teton Peaks 
appearing a hundred miles to the south. 

The Great Tetons are the highest peaks 
of the Rocky Mountains, and have never 
been climbed to the summit, which is be 
tween 14,000 and 15,000 feet. They are al- 
ways snow-covered. An Indian girl once 
went higher than anyone else has ever 
been, climbing over 12,000 feet. But she 
was overcome by the altitude and died be- 
fore she reached the foot again. Her skele- . 
ton is now in the museum of the University 
of Wyoming. Rather a dismal way to 
achieve fame, it seems to me. But the : 
Tetons are a wonderful sight, dominating | 
the mountain landscape with their white re- 
mote serenity. 

Banks of snow showed here and there on 
the other high peaks nearer to us. Moun- 
tains were everywhere we looked. We 
seemed to be on the gable of the world, with 
the winds of heavenly spaces blowing 
about us. 

I was the last of our party to reach the 
very summit, stopping often to stretch my 
vision over valley space and mountain bulk 
to the far blue horizon line. The clouds 
had scattered and had gathered again, mak 
ing blue blots over the vast landscape. All 
the people from our .three coaches, and 4 
party of horseback riders, were assemblec 
for lunch at the top. We ate our meal out 
of a goods box, sandwiches, cake and 
canned blackberries served in our own col. 
lapsible drinking cups. There was nc 
water within miles. 

We had watched a storm gathering on « 
mountain far to the southwest, and as it 
moved eastward, we could see the rain 
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Filipino woman who lived several hundred 
miles west of Zamboanga, at Davao, under 
the shadow of Mt. Apo. She had the little 
ones brought for me out into the sunlight 
and | made a photograph of them. There 
were three boys and a girl ranging in age 
from $ to 12 years. The girl was the old- 


tries, at that a.¢ she was almost ready for 
marriage. She was half naked, her only 
garment being-a wide strip of dirty cotton 
wrapped around her waist and falling to 
her knees. As | looked at her, her fat, old 
mistress seductively said: “Mucha buena,” 
or very good. She~ told me such a girl 
ought to be worth $25 of any man's money, 
and seemed surprised that | did not jump 
at the bargain. 


Dean Worcester says he was offered 
siave girls on the island of Tawi Tawi for 
fifteen bushels of rice, and that on many 
of the islands he could buy girls of 15 for 
$3 apiece. A captain of the army told me 
how he had recently bought a siave gir! 
for $10 and given her her freedom. This 
sale was made out of pity. The captain, 


the United States, sympathized with the 
female slave, who although in love with a 
young man of her village, was about to be 
sold into the harem of an old Moro chief- 
tain. The girl said she would rather die 
than submit, and the captain bought her 
and gave her to the man of her choice. 

Another man whom I! know, an officer of 
our army, saved a slave girl from death. 
She had angered her master, who was one 
‘of the Dattos, and had run off from the 
harem and thrown herself at the feet of 
the officer, saying the Datto had threatened 
to kill her. The officer made _ the Datto 
promise to spare her life, to agree to bring 
her once a week to his quarters to show 
that she was still living. This was done 
for several weeks and then the girl dis- 
appeared. Whether the Datto killed her 
or sold her to one of her friends was never 
known. 


A few years ago the Sultan of Sulu got 
up a new code of laws which he sent to 
Manila for approval. Many of them re- 
Jated to slavery and to the treatment of 
the women of the harem. Our government 


matters, and according to the treaties we 
allow the Moros to worship practically ac 
they please. By the Mohammedan religion 
every follower of the prophet has the 
right to four wives, and all he has to do, if 
he wishes to change, is to say to such of his 
wives as he does not like three times: 

“I divorce you! I divorce you! 
voree you!” 

This means that they must go and not 
return, and he can then fill up the quota 
with a fresh assortment. According to 
this code the relations between the Moros 
and the slaves were plainly laid down. It 
was provided that if a slave laid his hand 
upon a free married woman with any im- 
proper intention he should be the property 
of the woman's husband, and also that if a

his family should belong to the debtor until 
paid, but that this slavery could not last 
more than three years. A third law related 
as to runaway slaves, and others to stolen 
slaves and crimes committed by slaves. 

This code was turned down by our gov- 
ernment, but it shows that the Moros still 
regard slavery as a divine right, notwith- 
standing their American rulers. 


I met many of the dattos during my stay 
in the Philippines, and I saw something of 
their wives and siaves. The women are 
not veiled, as in other Mohammedan coun- 
tries, and both wives and slaves go about 
barefaced. I was told that a datto was 
considered rich according to the number of 
slaves he owned, and that children were | 
stolen from other tribes to be kept as 
slaves. Some of the dattos were notorious 
for their cruelty in regard to their slaves. 
I met an old villain named Utto, who gave 
unheard-of punishments for minor offenses.

Slaves who ram away from him were often 


punished by cutting the tendons below the | 


knee, so that they could walk only with 
difficulty and could be easily caught 
if they tried again to escape. This man 
had a slave girl whom he disliked. He 
bound her over a place swarming with red 
ants and she was bitten to death. Utto 
had a man tied naked to the trunk of a 
tree, where he was roasted by the sun dur- 
ing the day and eaten by the mosquitoes at 
night. ° This torment was terrible. And a 
calf brought in by our soldiers for siaugh- 
ter and left tied that way died in one day. 

Utto had also stocks in which he left 
people to die. One of our officers found 
a Moro dead in the stocks. He was lying 
there, no one having dared to remove the 


corpse. 

Some of the above instances I give on the 
authority of a Jesuit priest who was trav- 
eling among the Moros just about the time 
we took hold of the islands. He wrote 
about them to one of the generals of the 
United States army and the latter included 
them in his report to the government. This 
man described other punishments meted 
out by the chiefs of these Mohammedan 
Moros. He says that they had one way of 
tantalizing their enemies. They would tie 
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drowning by standing on bis tiptoes and 
thus keep the water from entering his nos 
At times of extraordinary 
‘ides such men were drowned. 

One of our American officials says that 
he saw a Moro in Jolo who always wore a 
bandage over his mouth. This was to hide 
from public view ite deformity, which had 
been caused, not by nature, but by a datto 
to whom he had spoken disrespectfully. 
The datto ordered that the man’s mouth be 
split and opened to the edges of the jaw- 
bones. This was done with a kris and it 
was then left to heal. Strange to say, the 
man lived. 


down in the Philippines. The Spaniards 
attempted it 300 yeaFs ago, and there have 
always been laws against it. One 

for the trouble with the Moros is that it is 
hard to distinguish between the wife and 
the slave. The Moros believe that they 
have the right to as many wives as they 
can support and, as I have said, the Koran 
gives them four. Frequently the chiefs 
have but one real wife and the rest are 
slaves whose children do not inherit rank 
or titles. Some of. these wives are right 
good-looking. I remember seeing the fa- 
vorite of Datto Mandi’s harem at Zambo- 
anga. The Datto was almost 50 years of 
age, but this girl was 18, and she would 
have been a beauty almost anywhere. She 
was tall for a Moro, as plump as a part- 
ridge and of rich mahogany brown. She 
had fine eyes and large, sensual lips. She 
was dressed in a kimono when I saw her

I asked something as to the customs of 
marriage and was told it was largely a 
question of bargain and sale. The husband 
pays for his bride, and at the time we took

The Moro marriage ceremonies usually 
take place at the house of the bride.

After this the groom presses his thumb, 
which has been blessed by the priest, 
against the forehead of the bride.

Among the most fanatical are those 
of Morocco, the most of whom acknowledge 
no allegiance to Turkey nor to the Sultan at 
Constantinople; although he claims to be 
the head of the Mohammedan world. There 
are Mohammedans throughout the Sahara 
Desert, and I found: millions of them in 
Algeria and Tunisia. | traveled among

The Egyptians are aitio® <lfogether Mo 
bammedans, and some of the finest mosques 
of the worid are in Cairo. There is one 
which is made of alabaster, on the edge of 
a court in which is a great alabaster foun- 
tain, where the worshipers bathe their feet 
and hands before they go in to pray. 

Another fine mosque is in Jerusalem. It 
stands on the site of Solomon's Temple. and 
it is impossible to enter it without a permit 
from the Mohammedan governor of the 
Holy City. In that mosque is the rock 
upon which Abraham built his altar upon 
which he was about to sacrifice Isaac when 
the Angel of the Lord called out to him to 
withhold his hand. The mosque is called 
the Dome of the Rock, and the Mohamme 
dans say that the Angel Gabriel will stand 
there when he blows his last trumpet. 
Then all the people of the world will come 
to Jerusalem, and Jehovah, sitting upon his 
throne upon this rock, will separate the 
sheep from the goats. Some Mohammed- 
ans say that the whole human race will 
have to walk a tight rope or thin wire 
which will then be stretched across the 
Valley of Jehosophat, and at one end of this 
Mohammed will sit. As the people go over 
the righteous will be upheld by the angels 
from falling. They will cross to the Mount 
of Olives and thence go to heaven. The 
wicked will be unsupported.

Official Christmas Trees. 


The biggest thing in this movement is the 
municipal Christmas tree. Last year it 
broke forth for the first time. Mrs. E. D. L. 
Herreshoff of New York City was the woman 
of inspiration and vision who in the East 
organized the idea. She communicated her 
plan to her friends, it was taken up by the 
press and finally by the city authorities. 
New York decided to have its first municipal 
Christmas tree. 


Madison Square was selected as the point 
at which the first tree should be set up. One 
from the mountains fifty feet tall was or- 
dered. It was laboriously put in place, elab- 
orately hung with decorations, dazzlingly 
iliuminated with electric lights. To these 
trappings of man were added a sifting down 
of Nature’s snow which scattered countless 


crystals in all the branches of this smalt- 


park which feels the tread of more feet in 
_a year than any other ten acres of ground in 
the world. 

At sundown the chimes burst forth from 
the lofty heights of Metropolitan tower near 
by. They were taken up by the fashionable 
churches of near-by Fifth avenue, echoed 
by the ancient edifices of old Washington 
Square, the solemn cathedrals of Little Italy 
on the upper East Side. Soon trumpeters 
appeared at the different entrances of the 
square sounding the fanfare from “Parsifal.”

erty Bell, will be stationed a score of trom- 
bonists who will send forth the call for the 
nleashing of the Christmas joy hovnds. The 
Mayor of the city will teuch the button that 
will cause the huge star to blaze forth at the 
top of the tree. A thousand trained voices 
will lead in the singing of the carols. Each 
evening throughout the week the tree will be 
illuminated and the best band in the City of 
Brotherly Love will dispense music. The 
great chorus will assemble again on New 
Year’s Eve and will sing the new year in. 
Chicago, Baltimore, Pittsburgh and a score 
of other cities are arranging similar celebra- 
tions. The idea of the celebration beneath 
the open sky goes back to the double origin 
of the use of the tree as a figure in Christ- 
mas festivities. The Druids of Old England 
met beneath the trees to worship and cele

Growth of Carolers. 


There have always been a few carolers 
around on Christmas eve who have an- 
nounced in song the joy of the occasion, but, 
during the last few years, the caroler is be- 
coming a harbinger of the season in many 
localities and is winning great popularity. As 
such he is bringing a new element into 
Christmas that is promising a big develop- 
ment. 


Ben Greet, of the Ben Greet Company, 
lives in a little village on Long Island. Some 
years back he and his neighbors organized a 
band of carolers and went forth on Christ- 
mas eve, clad in scarlet coats and bearing 
lanterns. They trooped up one street and 
down another and sang their carols undef 
the windows of all the village. In many 
places they were welcomed and often joined 
by the villagers visited and so their num- 
bers grew. In other places, window sashes 
were slammed down in their faces and 
blinds drawn. But that was in the past. 
Today, the institution of caroling on Christ- 
mas eve is established, the carolers are 
everywhere welcome and their visitations 
looked forward to. 


In the town of Burlington, N. J., stands 
the old church of Saint Mary. In that 
church, with the choir as a nucleus, has 
been developed a lusty band of carolers. 
They wait in the church on Christmas eve 
until the toll of midnight announces the ar- 
rival of that time when the first word went 
forth that the Christ was born. Then the 
earolers go forth and beneath every friend- 
ly window of the town they sing the “Glory 
to God in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” 

From such sources has the idea grown. 
The caroling is more the institution of the 
smaller towns where men know one an- 
other. All the people gather in the various 
churches and hold the old-fashioned Christ- 
mas tree celebration. Then the various 
choirs are coming to the idea of leading the 
congregation forth that the stay-at-homes of 
the neighborhood may yet get a touch of the 
spirit of the season. 


The idea is spreading like wild fire among 
the small towns and is forming a part of 
the new Christmas. Boston, however, haa 
taken up the custom and the ancient Beacon 
Hill district now furnishes each season its 
bands of carolers who troop abroad for the 
night singing.

Another element that is being extensively 
introduced into the celebratidn of Christmas 
is the Boy Scout.

America covers a pertod of about sev- 
enty-five years, or from about 1840 to 
the present date, but the greater part of it 
can be written with developments of the 
past fifty years as a basis. In the early 
days of the poultry industry in this country 
the fowls were little better than common 
mongrel stock, and were imported from vari- 
ous foreign countries solely for their eco- 
nomic salue as table poultry. 
With very few exceptions the beautiful

:t the poultry shows and in the yards of 


‘Tas history of the domestic fowls a 


sult of the skill and intelligent effort of 
American poultrymen who have originated 
a great majority of the breeds, and have 
vastly improved the remainder. The breed- 
ing of poultry has risen to the dignity of 
general livestock breeding, and is now 
known as a “billion-dollar industry.” by 
which is meant that the annual production 
of poultry and eggs reaches that amount. 
There are many different breeds and varie- 
ties that are distinct from each other and 
that are scientifically bred in their purity 
just as are horses, cattle, sheep and swine. 


The various breeds are divided into 
classes, and each class derives its name 
from the country, or section, in which it 
originated. The principal ones, known as 
American breeds, are the Plymouth Rocks, 
Wyandottes, and Rhode Isiand Reds. These 
breeds are divided into several distinct va- 
rieties. There are six varieties of Plymouth 
Rocks, namely, the Barred, White, Buff, Sil- 
ver Penciled, Partridge and Columbian. All 
of the varieties of Plymouth Rocks are iden- 
tical in shape and in general characteris- 
ties, the only differences being in the color 
of the plumage, as the names indicate. The 
Wyandotte family consists of eight varie 
ties, as follows: Silver, Golden, White, 
Buff, Partridge, Silver Penciled, and Colum- 
bian. The Rhode Island Reds embody two 
varieties, both of which are the same in 
shape and color, the difference consisting 


wholly in the comb formation, one variety | 


having a single comb and the other a rose 
comb. 
Other Varieties. 


The above explanation. of the American 
class is illustrative of the other recognized 
breeds and varieties. The Asiatic class 
comprises the Brahmas, Light and Dark; 
the Cochins, Buff, White Partridge, and 
Black; the Langshans, White and Black. 
The Mediterranean class consists of eight 
varieties of Leghorns, three varieties of 
Minorcas, the White-faced Black Spanish, 
Blue Andalusians, and Anconas. In_ the 
English class are the several varieties of 
Oryiugtons, the Redcaps, and the Dorkings. 
The French fowls are the Houdans, Creve 
2oeurs, and LaFleche. There are six varie- 
fes <f the Hamburgs and eight of the Pol- 
sh fowls. There are other miscellaneous 
varieties of chickens not so well known as 
those mentioned, and there are about thirty 


geese. 

It is, of course, not possible in the space 
allotted to this article to even describe 
briefly the origin and development of the 
more important breeds of. chickens, much 
leas the entire list, but a few general re- 
marks may be of interest to the beginner in

When bred for fighting, color was not 
considered, and all colors were bred to- 
gether, provided their fighting qualities or 
the fighting qualities of their progenitors 
were above criticism. Pet Games are still 
bred ,and secretly fought, although the 
newspapers often describe raids by the 
police on secret cock fights and the fining 
and jailing of the offending promoters and 
the destruction of all cocks caught in the 
raid. Pet Games are also exhibited in 
some poultry exhibitions, and you will note 
that they are of as many colors as Joseph's 
coat.

‘The chicks are somewhat difficult to rear, 
but if given good dry quarters, a grass run 
and feed that will produce plenty of bone 
and muscle, very fine specimens may be 
eared. 


The Silver Duckwing variety hese shown | 
ts strikingly colored, its silvery white neck 
hackle, back, saddle hackle, top of wings 
and wing bow contrasting sharply with the 
rich greenish black of the breast, body and 
tail in the males, while the female is a sober 
Quaker gray in color with a slight tinge of 
salmon on the breast.

What is the Hindu Philosophy? 


T MAY be said to be a species of ascetic- 

ism which consists in “a complete ab- 
4traction from all woridly objects, by which 
the votary expeets to obtain union with the 
universal spirit, and to acquire superhuman 
facuities.” The word “Yoga” means union 
(the same as the English word “yoke,”) 
therefore, in this sense, the yoking of the 
mind to the spirit of God by concentration. 

When we of the western world reach the 
point of “complete abstraction from all 
wordly objects,” it will be when we, our- 
selves, shall have been “completely ab- 
stracted” therefrom. Asceticism is not nec- 
essary. 
the physical is our aim in the Occident. 
“The esoteric Hindu is too self-absorbed. 
His care for his own soul, in abstracting it 
from the mists and delusions of the sense- 


world, though highly creditable, has yet the | 


tinge of selfishness; for he does not leave 
his light to shine for others, he even out- 
casts his own brethren.” 

Many that are seeking occult power de 
sire it not for their soul’s sake, but for their 
selfish aggrandizement. And when they ob- 
tain it with this selfish taint, they! are far 
the Worse for it. They are Fatsts that 
would sell their souls for a pittance of 
power. This is far more the case in the 
Orient than in the Occident, for the active 
whirl of our busy world is not over-condu- 
cive to occult development.

subtlety, less idealism, less repose and more 
energy, a severer standard of truth, and a 
more practical benecvolence.

it teaches the Karma Yoga doctrine of ac- 
tion as distinguished from Yoga of Patarjali 
doctrine of vefraining from action. 
Roth Yogas seek emancipation from the 
world; the latter by avoidance of action; 
the former by intellectual insight into the 
illusory character of things and actions 
which makes as harmiess as refrain- 
ing from doing. 

Buddha—The Enlightened, the name given 
to one of the greatest incarnations recog- 
nized by the Hindus; bern sixth century 
B.C.; an inearnation of self-abnegation, 
virtue, and wisdom. 

“He was regarded,” says Henry Clarke 
Warren, “not as a mere formulation of dry 
metaphysical propositions, but as a very 
wise and compassionate friend of his fel- 
low-men. He was full of tact, and all his 
ways were ways of peace.” 

Om, or OmKara—The most holy word of 
the Vedas. A symbolic word, meaning the 
Supreme Being, the Ocean of Knowledge, 
and Bliss Absolute. This mystic syllable or 
ejaculation is used by Hindus and Buddhists 
in religious rites. 

Vedas—The Hindu Scriptures, consisting 
of the Rig-Veda, the Yajur-Veda, the Arth- 
arva-Veda; also the Brahmanas and the 
Upanishads, comprising the hymns, rituals, 
and philosophy of the Hindu religion.

He comes to this earth, it is claimed, 
once in seventy-one Divine Cycles; that is, 
once in 300,000,000 or more human (lunar) 
years. 

In the epic literature he is the hero of 
innumerable exploits; the Bhagavad Gita is 
put into his mouth, as recited to Arjuna. 
He is reputed to have been brought up as a 
cowherd, and under this form is celebrated 
at the “Holl-festival.” He personates the 
fructifying and reproductive aspect of na- 
ture. 

Kipling says of him: “In a patch of clear 
moonlight stood revealed the young herd, 
the darling of the Gopis, the idol of dream- 
ing maids and of mothers ere their children 
are born—Krishna, the Well-beloved.”

We grow deaf because of infections of the 
middie ear. The infection travels to the 
middie ear from the nose. When bacteria 
and the poisons of bacteria are absorbed. by 
the lining of the nose they are carried to the 
adenoid, or pharyngeal tonsil, and to the 
eustachian tonsil. 

The first of these is near the duct to the 
ear and the second is near it. For this and 
other reasons many colds end in earache. 

Certain families are more subject to 
colds than others. This is partly becauso 
of inherited susceptibility and partly be 
cause of the habits of the family. Certain 
families are more subject to earache as a 
result of colds than others. 

The customary way of treating an ear- 

ache is to pour some of] into the external 
canal. As this does no good we may say 
that the customary way of treating earache 
is to do nothing for it but to wait for nature 
to cure it. This nature does satisfactorily, 
so far as the immediate result is concerned 
But the ear is a delicate organ. It cannot 
be slammed around promiscuously and re 
peatedly without being harmed. 
These earaches leave a little thickening 
behind. When to this thickening the 
changes of age are added the party grows 
deaf. To absolutely lose the hearing from 
this cause is unusual. We speak of it as 
“getting hard of hearing.” As was said a 
while ago, this condition runs in families.

This is due either to fermented o 
putrid foods, or to the addition of bacteria 
to the food from unclean mouths and bad 
or dirty hands. Overeating 
rapidity of eating also affect digestion, and 
therefore promote fatigue.
